Paroles Expected Soon 
for Chester Tuten. Rich- 
ard Bailey, J. H. Thom- 
as and Sam Goldberg. 


Willie H. Haar, Fred H. Haar, Jr., 
and Carl Haar, brothers, and J. -F. 
Williams, all members of the so-called 
Savannah bootleg group, who played 
leading roles in the federal prison 
bribe plot trials which resulted in the 
conviction of Warden A. PB. Sartain, 
Friday were paroled from the prison 
where they have been serving sent- 
ences. ‘ 

The order liberating them was re- 
ceived from the office of Attorney 
General J. G. Sargent Friday. Mr. 
Sargent acted on recommendations of 
the parole board which held a special 
meeting at the prison in July. 

Chester Tuten, Richard Bailey, J. 
H. Thomas and Sam Goldberg, con- 
victed at the same time, and who were 
recommended for parole at the July 
parole board meeting, have heard 
nothing of their paroles, but it was 
reported unofficially that they are ex- 
pected to follow closely on the heels 
of these, 

Will Leave Prison Today. 

Officials at the prison declined to 
affirm or deny the report that the 
paroles have been received, but re 
ports were that the Haars and Wil- 
liams would leave the prison this 
morning. 

Willie Haar, his brdthers, Williams, 


and other members of the Savannah 
gang, were princpal government wit- 
in bribe conspiracy charges 
launched by the government against 
Albert FE. Sartain, former warden: 
Looney J. Fletcher, former deputy 
warden; Father Thomas P. Hayden, 
former Catholic chaplain, and Law- 
Aa og “Hleinie”’ Riehl, friend of Sar- 
ain. 

Sartain and Riehl were convicted 
and sentenced to serve 18 months and 
a-year-and-a-day respectively at the 
Atlanta federal penitentiary; where 
Sartain ruled as warden for many 
months. An appeal from the sentence 
is now pending in the United States 
supreme court. .The two men were 
charged with a plot to receive money 
in return for “soft jobs” for the 
payees. 

New Trial Delayed. 


Father Hayden was not indicted 
at the first trial, but last summer he 
and Fletcher were ‘ indicted jointly 
and tried. The jury was unable to 
agree and a mistrial was declared. It 
was rumored that the case would be 
scheduled for trial again at the Oc- 
tober term of court, but District At- 
torney Clint W. Hager has announced 
that he would not place the case on 
the calendar this term. He would not 
say whether he intends to set it for 
trial again, however. 

Haar Testifies. 

Willie linar testified at the first 
trial that seven members of the Sa- 
vannah bootleg gang paid $1,500 each, 
a total of $10,500, for “soft” jobs 
and easy assignments while they 
served their sentences at the peniten- 
tiary. He claimed that the money 
Was paid to Riehl in Savannah and 
that Riehl acted as an agent of War- 
den Sartain. Father Hayden accom- 


panied Riehl to Savannah, according 


to the testimony. 


Other members of the Savannah 


group gave testimony intended to sup- | 


ort his contention. The officials and 

Riehl denied the claims of the two 
risoners and charged a “fratme-up"’ 
teen government officials and pris- 
oners to get the defendants. The de- 
fense claimed the prisoners were co- 
e-ced into giving testimony.

ADMIRAL PALMER 
FYPECTED 10 QUI 
WITHIN FEW DAYS 


President of Fleet Cor- 
poration Likely To Be 
Forced Out by Members 
of Shipping Board. 


————

Washington, September 25.—Ad- 
miral Leigh Palmer, president of the 
emergency fleet corporation, is ex- 
pected to resign within a few days, 
as the climax to a bitter row of sev- 
eral months’ duration between him 
and the shipping board, a situation 
into which President Coolidge has 
been drawn as a supporter of Palmer, 
but in which it appears he will be 
unable to bring peace. 

It was predicted here Friday, au- 
thoritatively, that several members of 
the shipping board will force his 
resignation very soon, and that Cool- 
idge will be unable to prevent it, be- 
cause of the nature of the opposition, 
and because the shipping board is an 
independent agency, leaving the presi- 
dent without direct authority. 

Friction for Long Time. 

There has been friction between 
Palmer and the board, almost since 
he was appointed, over various mat- 
ters of policy. Recently, the asitua- 
tion was brought to a head by Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s request that Commis- 
sioner Bert Haney, of Oregon, a demo- 
crat, resign because of his opposition 
to the head of the fleet corporation. 

The board has complained also re- 
cently that Palmer has usurped his 
authority in withdrawing vessels from 
operation, contrary to the Jones mer- 
chant marine act. The fleet corpora- 
tion head, they claim, merely is phe 
agent of the board. . Palmer has 
answered that withdrawal is necessary 
to maintain the economy program. 

The president is still making an ef- 
fort to restore peace. He consulted 
with two republican members of the 
}board Friday at the white house, Vice 
Chairman E, C, Plummer, who op- 
poses Palmer, and Commissioner W. 
S. Hill, who has kept clear of the 
controversy. This conference fol- 
lowed one the previous night with 


Chairman O'Connor, of the board, who 
wants Palmer to quit. 
Efforts Likely to Be Futile. 

It appears, however, that thé prési- 
dent's efforts will be futile. It was 
learned Friday that a resolution, de- 
manding Palmer’s resignation, had 
been prepared for presentation to the 
board, but was withheld for a few 
} days, on the advice of some members, 
in order to give Palmer a chance to 
|step down voluntarily. 
| The situation has developed, it was 
| explained in one quarter Friday, 
(where either the five members who 
oppose Palmer would have to be 
ousted or the head of the fleet cor- 
poration will have to go. The presi- 
dent has authority, under the ship- 
ping board act, to dismiss its mem- 
bers only for malfeasance in office, 
and it was said such could not be 
| shown, 

Since President Coolidge, in ask- 
ing the resignation of Haney, made 
it clear that he was doing so because 
‘of the commissioner's opposition to 
Palmer, the inference would be

WILLING 10 PAY 
7 GENT FARES 


Mayor Hugh C. Couch, 
Representing Municipal- 
ity in Negotiations, Fa- 
vorable to Increase. 


PLANS CONFERENCE 
WITH ARKWRIGHT 


Couch Confident of Set- 
tlement of Differences 
With Power Company on 
7-Cent Fare Basis. 


Voluntary establishment of a seven- 
cent fare in College Park as a substi- 
tute for the present five-cent rate was 
seen Friday night as a probable basis 
for adjustment of the suburban city’s 
trolley problem. 

Mayor Hugh C. Couch, named at 
a special councilmanic session Thurs- 
day to negotiate for College Park 
with the Georgia Railway and Power 
Ccompafy to avert suspension of serv- 
ice next Wednesday at midnight, Fri- 
day told The Constitution that in the 
coming conference with power com- 
pany officials, he “would be inclined 
to the seven-cent fare as a basis for 
compromise.” 

“I talked with an official of the 
power company today,” Mayor Couch 
said, “and was informed that Pres- 
ton Arkwright, president of the power 
company, was in charge of the mat- 
ter. Mr. Arkwright is out of town 
and is not expected to return to the 
city before Monday, but I will con- 
fer with him at the earliest possible 
moment and feel confident the threat 
of suspended service cam and will be 
averted,” 

Referring to the power company’s 
assertion that trolley service within 
the city limits of College Park is con- 
ducted at a heavy loss due to the five- 
cent fare, Mayor Couch said he felt 
“it would be just for College Park 
to pay car fare at the same rate as 
is paid by Atlanta.” 

Mr. Arkwright is at Tallulah Falls 

at the meeting of the Georgia Press 
association, and while he may return 
to Atlanta late today, it was censid- 
ered probable at the power company 
offices Friday that he would not be 
back before Monday. 
Several days ago the power com- 
pany surrendered its franchise to op- 
erate in College Park and notified the 
city it would remove its tracks and 
discontinue gervice att the close of 
next Wednesday’s. schedule. Low 
rates and heavy losses were assigned 
as causes for the decision. 

In 1901 the power company and 
College Park entered a contract by 
which the power company agreed on 
a five-cent fare, and this contract has 
been held continually binding by the 
state supreme court.

NEGRO WHO SLEW 
DAN ti. WILUIANIS 
IS UNDER ARREST 


One-Eyed Slayer Caught 
in Philadelphia After 
Eluding Detection for 
More Than Three Years. 


After successfully evading detection 
for nearly three years, Mack Wooten, 
one-eye negro slayer and bandit who 
shot and killed Dan Hall Williams, 
one of Atlanta’s most prominent lum- 
ber merchants, on the night of De- 
cember 30, 1922, has been captured 
by Philadelphia detectives, according 
to information received by Acting Po- 
lice Chief E. L. Jett in a telegram 
from T. L. Petty, inspector of de- 
tectives at Norfolk, Va. 

Wooten, the telegram stated, was 
under arrest in Philadelphia under 
the name of Mack Neal Mayo. Iden- 
tification was established through cir- 
culars, distributed by police officials 
throughout the United States. A re- 
ward of $250 was offered for the 
negro’s arrest. 

Escapes From Prison. 


Wooten escaped December 25, 1922, 
from a penitentiary in Alabama, 
where he was serving a sentence of 
22 years following conviction in 
Montgomery county under charges of 
robbery and assault to rob. 

Coming to Atlanta, he sought shel- 
ter in the negro servants’ house in 
the rear of the Williams’ home on 
West Third street. Wooten began 
bragging about his crimes to the negro 
servants, saying he had killed a police- 
man at Tallapoosa. He threatened 
them with death if they refused to 
furnish him with sufficient food, 
clothing and money with which to 
escape, 

Williams 1s Slain. 


When the bServants-told Mr. Wil- 
liams of the negro’s presence in the 
back house, he armed himself with 
an automatic pistol and went to in- 
vestigate. Wooten raised hia pistol 
as Mr. Williams covered him with 
the automatic. The bullet “jammed” 
in the barrel of the automatic pistol 
and the negro shot Williams, who 
died within a few minutes. 

A posse was quickly formed and, 
with the aid of bloodhounds from 
the Bellwood convict camp, the negro 
was trailed to Armour station where, 
according to witnesses, he boarded a 
freight train. 

Immediate preparations are being 
made to bring the negro back to At- 
lanta. Secretary W. T. Morris, of 
the police committee, probably will 
leave today or Sunday, armed with 
‘requisition papers.

Of Gross Bribery 
Of Jail Officials

Four Former Chicago Of- 
ficers Are Ordered Into 
Custody and Put Under 
Heavy Bail. 


LARGE SUMS PAID 
TO GET PRIVILEGES 


Ex-Jail Warden, Who 
Boasted of Being, “An 
Honest Cop,” Declared 
Ringleader. 


Chicago, September 25.—(/)—Ter- 
rance Druggan and Frank .Lake, dap- 
per young men of the sheik type, re 
puted to have become millionaires 
through trading in illicit beverages, 
today told Federal Judge Wilkerson 
tales of wholesale bribery of Cook 
county jail officials who, in return, 
granted them unusual privileges. 

As a result of their statements four 
officials were ordered into custody 
pending Judge Wilkerson’s decision in 
a contempt hearing involving Druggan, 
Lake and six officials. 

They are: 

Wesley H. Westbrook, former jail 
warden, lawyer and for 28 years a 
Chicago policeman, whose proudest 
boast had been that he was “‘an honest 
cop.” 

Henry Foerst, formerly Westbrook’s 
secretary. 

Hans Thompson, former assistant 
warden. 

James Fitzgerald, former jail guard. 

Put Under $5,000 Bail. 

Westbrook, described by two phy- 
sicians as sick mentally and physical- 
ly, was ordered placed under $5,000 
bail, to be accounted for tomorrow 
morning, and bail was placed at $3,000 
each for Foerst and Thompson. None 
was fixed for Fitzgerald, as he had not 
been involved in the Druggan-Lake 
story of bribery. 

A compilation of figures from the 
testimony of Druggan and Lake indi- 
cated the following payments: 

Westbrook: $2,000 a month, paid 
in amounts of $1,000 on the 1st and 
16th of the méfith from April through 
August, last; $2,000 for granting 
Lake 82 days off his sentence of one 
year; $1,500 for granting Druggan a 
“good time.” 

Payments to Foerst. 

Foerst: $1,000 for obtaining from 
Westbrook .authorization to transfer 
Lake from a cell to a hospital ward; 
$1,500 for taking Lake to visit a sis- 
ter sick in a hospital, and to her fu- 
neral; $2,500 or $3,500 for obtaining 
assignment of Druggan and Lake to 
the hospital, after Lake had been sent 
back to a cell; $100 a day for four or 
five days paid by Druggan for Foerst 
taking him to a dentist; $100 for 
taking Lake to visit another sister 
who was ill, and $500 from Lake the 
day of his sister’s funeral. 

Thompson: $1,000 a month for sev- 
eral months, paid by Lake and Drug- 
gan on the lst and 16th of each 
month. 

Lake denied that he ever had paid 
money to Peter Hoffman, sheriff. 

Denies Getting Money. 

Westbrook, onthe witness stand 
yesterday, denied frat be ever had re- 
ceived money from Lake and Drug- 
gan, He was to Aestify further today, 
but was unable to appear. ‘ 

He, along with the other three or- 
dered held by Judge Wilkerson, was 
discharged after newspapers disclosed 
the favors shown the youthful “beer 
barons,” after Druggan had beaten a 
reporter while he was held by Thomas 
trockmeyer, who succeeded West- 
brook for a few days as warden. : 

After his arrest today, Thompson 
was reported to have made a confes- 
sion to the district attorney’s office. 


No statement was announced, but 
Thompson was said to have remarked

| Dr. Cutler, with his co-worker in 
i‘eancer research work, Dr. Douglas 
Quick, made the first announcement 
Friday before the American Roentgen 
Ray society of the treatment by plac- 
‘ing gold sealed tubes containing 
|“radon,” a gas derived from radium 
' emanations, directly in the cancer and 
left there, according to a press dis- 
patch published in Friday’s issue of 
The Constitution. 

The discovery may revolutionize 
treatment of cancerous growths, espe- 
| cially those fear the body surface, it is 
| predicted. Substitution of gold tubes for 
|glass tubes which have been formerly 
| used in holding the “radon,” was made 
; because of the greater filtering power

were pioneers in treatment of cancer 
by glass tubes. Small needle-like 
tubes containing 
placed in the cancer and left. 

It was predicted by doctors at the 
convention that the new discovery will 
do away partly with surgery on can- 
cer. It was announced by Drs. 
Quick and Cutler that the new treat- 
ment has been found to be the most 
effective yet used in experimental 
treatment of cancer. 

The new honor given Dr. Cutler 
by the discovery adds much to pres- 
tige-in the field of medical science 
already won by him. He is now de- 
voting his entire time to research 
work in cancer. He is with the Me- 
morial hospital in New York city, 
which specializes in cancer work.

MILLIONS DIVIDING 
DEBT NEGOTIATORS 


Washington, September 25.— 
Millions of dollars divide the Amer- 
ican and French ideas of how much 
France should pay the United: 
States on account of her war debts. 

Both commissions recognize 62 
years as the proper period for an- 
nuities. 

The French offered to begin 
paying $25,000,000 a year, to be 
increased to $30,000,000, and 
again increased between $45,000,- 
000 and $50,000,000 from the tenth 
to the twentieth year of the agree- | 
ment. Thereafter, the annual pay- 
ments would be increased progres- 
sively until they reached $90,- 
000,000. 

The Americans are willing to ac- 
cept a small payment for the first 
ten years, something between $25,- 
000,000 and $50,000,000. But, 
thereafter they want the French 
payments to average $129,000,000 
a year. 


Lakehurst, N. J., September 25.— 
(/)—A failure of several of the helium 
gas cells in the airship Shenandoah 
before she began to break up was tes- 
tified to today before the naval court 
of inquiry by James H. Collier, chief 
rigger who had supervision over those 
cells.

“Number 9 bag was deflating when 
I woke up, and I heard no sounds of 
breakage tintil I was out on the keel 
of the ship going aft.” 

Collier said that after he observed 
the condition of the bags he told a 
fellow member of the crew in a near- 
by bunk that the ehip was gone, ex- 
plaining later that tbe condition of 
the bags led him to believe that a loss 
of helium was responsible for the 
swift* fall the Shenandoah then was 
taking.

In a 
sense he acted from motives of the 
purest patriotism. iiad he succeeded 
in being indirectly responsible for 
bringing the war to a close, with an 
honorable peace agreement, he would 
have been hailed as the _ greatest 
I'renchman of the century. But he 
failed, and more millions of French- 
men and allied soldiers were doomed. 
If M. Caillaux had been at the helm 
in 1914, instead of Poincare, there 
would have been no great war.

MEALTH TALKS

COD LIVER OILING THE KIDS. 

I wish to remind every regular kid 
that eastor oil is thoroughly bad 
medicine in any case where a mere 
laxative or physic is needed and that 
neither dad, mother, auntie nor 
grandma is justified in inflicting this 
airplane lubricant and hair oil on a 
future citizen of this free county 
without a permit or order from a 


reputable physician for each separate 
offense—and “just between friends, 
kids, the doc who can’t think of some- 
thing better than castor oil for a 
sick kid, in the great majority of 
cases in which the stuff is resorted 
to, is a sorry old fogy indeed. Mund, 
I do not insist that castor oil has 
no remedial value; I merely condemn 
it as a household laxative or physic. 

There are several reasons why cas- 
tor oil should be discarded from the 
domestic medicine cupboard and I 
have pointed them out here from 
time to time. One of the main rea- 
sons is that castor oil is such a pro- 
lifie cause of the condition for which 
it is so commonly and so insouciantly 
given, namely, costivenss or constl- 
pation. 

I have never heard of a normal 
child who liked castor oil—on his 
pancakes or from his grandma. But 
it is not at all unusual to find chil- 
dren who rather like cod liver oil. 

Probably no. fishwife, saireygamp 
or “old woman” will accept any sug- 
gestion or advice of mine, but to 
young mothers or potential mothers 
who read this I would offer this sug- 
gestion: When you feel the first 
temptation to start castor-oiling the 
baby firmly thrust Satan, in the form 
of neighbor or near nurse, behind 
you and send over to the drug store 
for a bottle of cod liver oil instead, 
just plain undoctored cod liver oil 
and not some manufactured derivative 
of it. Then start feeding the baby 
this peerless vitamin food regularly, 
say five to ten drops a day at first, 
to a baby a month or two old, and 
gradually increase the daily dose un- 
til the baby takes his regular one or 
two-or more teaspoonfuls daily when 
he is six and eight months old. 

How To Prevent Constipation. 

One of the most constant features 
of rickets is constipation, and one 
of the most certain prevyentatives of 
rickets is cod liver oil. 

So there you kill two birds, not to 
mention the chagrin of the everready 
prescriber, with one stone. 

- Once in a while, strange to relate, 
the infant or child seems to tire of 
the taste of cod liver oil after a few 
months of it ‘and even objects. to 
taking it. In such cases it is some- 


times more acceptable to the infant 


if given mixed with the daily orange 
juice of other fresh fruit juice, or 
tomato juice (fresh or canned) if that 
is the fruit juice preferred. Or here 
is another way of persuading the re- 
luectant youngster to stick to the-cod 
liver oil program. Mix the cod liver 
oil with an equal quantity of honey 
or good molasses, old-fashioned mo- 
lasses which has a smacking flavor 
but no sulphur dioxide. Or one of 
the several good mixtures of cod liver 
oil and syrupy malt (so called malt 
extract) may strike the fancy of the 
young palate; these come ready pre- 
pared, 

The cod liver oil is not to be con- 
sidered a physic, but rather a_ pre- 
ventative of constipation in infants.

Soil Building Policy 
Must Be Adopted 


Editor Constitution: Whatever crops be 
planted, our farm prosperity is largely 
measured by the productive capacity of our 
cultivated lands. Rich soil will give a 
profitable return, while poor land might 
show an actual loss for labor expended. 
Therefore, land management—a _ practical 
method of conserving and increasing fertili- 
ty—is a matter of great importance. 

Many old settled sections are the most 
fertile regions of the world. Some rotative 
system is used which keeps the soil supplied 
with decaying vegetable matter and plants 
are grown which get nitrogen from the air 
and leave it in the land. The corn belt 
keeps production around 40 bushels average 
per acre by growing red clover and grasses 
in a systematic rotation. Many European 
countries use crimson clover as a_ restora- 
tive crop. The most practical way to in- 
crease fertility in our soils is by growing 
and plowing under some nitrogen gathering 
legume—and there’s a number to select 
from, peas, soy beans, velvet beans, crimson, 
luerd and other clovers, alfalfa, hairy vetch 
and others. 

We buy in Georgia every year millions of 
dollars’ worth of commercial fertilizers, 
which act as a stimulus to the crop occupy- 
ing the Jand. The standard .formula 
10-—-2—2 contains 40 pounds of nitrogen per 
ton, the legumes contain around 50 pounds 
and more of nitrogen per ton of dry matter. 
So that jf a growth of one of these plants 
which amounts to a ton of«dry substance per 
acre is plowed into the soil more nitrogen 
j will have been added than would result from 
the application of a ton of 10—2—2 guano. 
| Beside the benefit of that quantity of hu- 
mus-forming material, it’s good business to 
grow such a crop. , 

The best winter legumes for our sec- 
tion are probably hairy vetch, crimson clover 
and burr clover. 

Having grown crimson clover, I will speak 
It is an easy crop to 
grow when the proper conditions of inocula- 
; tion, etc., are met. One man and mule can 
‘harrow in 5 or 6 acres per day in corn and 
cotton middles. Its growth is during winter 
and early spring, so that a succeeding sum- 
mer crop may be grown on the same land. 
Being a catch crop, it may be utilized in 
various ways for soil improvement, as graz- 
ing, as green feed in March, as a hay crop 
ready to mow about April 20. It is an ex- 
cellent feed, green or cured. » The cost of 
seed for an acre is about $1.25 and the in- 
,crease in yield of the succeeding crop will 
pay an enormous per cent on the cost of 
seeding. 

As an early feed proposition in the drouth 
district, it should be planted on the best 
available soil, some manure used and in- 
oculation attended to. A successful growth 
of it will provide splendid feed for mules 
and other stock in March. 

With crops gathered, vacant lands, idle 
, teams, it is an ideal time to inaugurate a 
‘soil-building policy in the dronuth-stricken 
section by planting fall grains and legumes.

A full survey of the government de- 
partments, bureaus, commissions and 
agencies in Washington and scattered 
over the continent, doing work never 
contemplated by the framers of the 
constitution, and that they believed 
could be best and most safely done by 
the states, is alarming to those who 
believe in the original American sys- 
tem of government. 

The damage already done to it by 
this wide expansion of national legis- 
lation and administration, by this 
illimitablé application of the misinter- 
preted “general welfare’ clauses of 
the preamble and constitution proper, 
by the greed of poorer states to force 
an undue division of the revenues 
taken from richer sisters, is probably 
irremediable, except by slow processes 
of political reform and renunciation. 

The future peril of this new col- 
lective order is that it is driving us 
surely into paternalism—and that is 
certain defeatism of that large con- 
tent. of state sovereignty that was 
originally reserved by the people and 
is still rightfully and constitutionally 
theirs. We haye yielded altogether 
too much of that to national agencies, 
and not by constitutional amendment, 
but by legislation and judicial inter- 
pretation, That way lies the road to 
1 for our democratic system. 
Another phase of the changing order 
is the growth of popular sentiment in 
favor of state socialism under nation- 
al administration. A strike by_rail- 
way workers starts a larger belief 
that “the government ought to se- 
questrate and operate the railroads. 
A strike in the coal fields and terror 
of a fuel famine increases the senti- 
ment that “the government should own 
and operate the coal mines.” “And so 
with Muscle Shoals, and hydroelectric 
power, and ocean shipping, to the 
end of the chapter of public necessi- 
ties and public utilities. “The govern- 
ment” talked about is the national 
government, 

Where and how is it all to end and 
the fundamental principles and func- 
tions of the national government got- 
ten back into the original channels? 

Only an awakened and informed 
public opinion ean force the reforma- 
tion. But where is the political party 
and the statesmenlike ‘leaders who 
will be brave enough to undertake that 
awakening and enlightenment ? 

In my view it is the greatest provi- 
dential opportunity the democratic 
party of the nation has had in a cen- 
tury. To capitalize the constitution, 
states’ rights and local self-govert: 
ment looks to me like the trinity of 
democratic triumph.

race took a swift turn today, when 
Mayor Hylan, defeated for the demo- 
cratic nominztion September 15, by 
State Senator James J. Walker, as- 
sured a group of his supporters at 
city ball that he would give serious 
consideration to-their petition that he 
run on an independent ticket. 

His assurance was a distinct de- 
parture from his attitude after the 
primary, when he said that he was 
through with politics.

Today delegates from the progres-

port if he would run independently. 
In the meanwhile, he had been con- 
ferring with other of his adherents 
who told him there was an insistent 
demand that he run on a third ticket. 

In his address before the delegates 
the mayor told of his work for the 
past eight years and repeated his 
charges that he was opposed by cor- 
rupt interests. He then concluded: 

“T had hoped that I could retire 
to private life and have a little peace 
and comfort in my remaining years at 
least. But I will give due and proper 
consideration to your appeal here to- 
day. I will give it serious considera- 
tion.” 

The mayor has until October 6 to 
decide whether or not to run, as nomi- 
nating petitions must be in by that 
ate. 

The recent campaign cost the Hy- 
lan committee $91,196. The commit- 
tee reported to the board of elections 
today that $88,668 had been received 
in contributions, leaving a deficit of 
2528. The largest contribution came 
from William Randolph Hearst. the
